During the past week 22 patients have 
been sent to the Insane Asylum and nine 
apeitional cases are now under observa- 
tion at the Emergency Hospital, thus giv- 
ing a total of 31 insane cases in one week. 

This record has no parallel in local his- 
tory, the average number of insane cases 
reported having ‘heretofore not exceeded 
five per week.

FOR TRANSIT DEBTS” 


Judge Ryan biclitake Jur ry That 
if It Finds Against Either 
Company, Both Are Liable. 


IN DAMAGE SUIT FOR $4500. 


United Railways Demurred to 
Being Joint Defendant, but 
Court Rules Against It. 


Judge Ryan, in the Circuit court Tuesday, 
instructed the jury which was hearing a 
damage suit against the Transit company 
and the United Railways Co. for injuries 
received prior to the merger of the Transit 
company into the United Railways Co. that 
both companies were equally liable. 

He told the jury that if it found against 
either company it must find against both; 
that the responsibility of each was plain. 
und the only question for the jury was 
whether either was liable. 

The case was that of James Gilroy, who 
sued for $4500, alleging that Nov. 1, 1903, he 
was thrown to the street by the sudden 
starting of a car on which he was a pas- 
senger. The accident occurred at Grand 
avenue and Natural Bridge road. Gilroy 
sustained a broken hip bone and other in- 
juries. Efforts at compromise were made, 
and suit was not filed until about eight 
months ago. 

The defense of the Transit company was 
that Gilroy attempted to alight at a switch 
near the torner, and not at the regular 
stopping place. 

The suit was originally brought against 
the Transit company and the United Rail- 
ways Co. The defendants demurred, al- 
leging that the United Railways Co. could 
not be considered a party. 

Judge Ryan overruled the demurrer, and 
instructed Ernest E. Wood, attorney for 
the plaintiff, to prepare the instructions 
Submitted for the jury to include both 
companies. 

The case was given to the jury Tues- 
day just before noon.

OVER STENOGRAPHER 


Miss Wertz Resigns on Being 
Asked How Much Work 
She Can Do. 


DR. BARON CONSULTS MAYOR 


Evidence in Scheel Inquest Want- 
ed, and Notes Are Not : 
Transcribed. 


Miss Marguerite Wertz resigned Tuesday 
morning as chief stenographer to Coroner 
Jule Baron. Dr. Baron says she came into 
the office and submitted her resignation 
without comment and he immediately ac- 
cepted it and Miss Wertz left at once. 


Charleton Haizlip succeeds Miss Wertz. 
Monday afternoon, according to Dr. 


Baron, he sought a statement from Miss 
Wertz as to how much work she could do 
in a day. In asking her, he made this ex- 
planation: “‘Now I am not asking you to 
go into baseball figures or overwork your- 
self, but I would like to know how much 
you can do, so I can lay out your work 
each day.” 

To this request Miss Wertz made the non- 
commital reply that she could not answer, 
“as it depended upon the kind of work.”’ 

Dr. Baron then announced that he in- 
tended to call in some disinterested stenog- 
raphers and learn how much work a ste- 
nographer could do and assign that much 
work for her daily. 

Miss Wertz informed her chief that she 
did not think such a system was fair and 
the incident closed then. 

Soon after Miss Wertz's resignation had 
gone into effect, Dr. Baron received a re- 
quest from Assistant Circuit Attorney 
Iuchard M. Johnson, asking for a copy of 
the evidence in the Scheel inquest, which 
was held in September, after the death 
of young Mr. Scheel as the result of the 
shooting at the Fourth ward registration 
polls. 

Looking up thé records; Dr. Baron found 
that the evidence in ttiig case, covering 
1938 pages in a shorthand book, and which 


would make about 90 pages of typewritten 
copy, had never been transcribed. 

Miss Wertz took the notes. 

Dr. Baron at once went to Mayor Wells 
and stated his case. The legal phase of the 
question has not yet been ascertained. 

Dr. Baron says that he will certainly re- 
fuse to assume any responsibility for the 
Scheel case, as that inquest was held un- 
der his predecessor. 

The value of the evidence if transcribed 
by another stenographer is also in doubt. 


‘DEATH IN DRAFT 


THROUGH CORRIDOR 


Pneumonia Contracted on Duty 
Fatal to One Four Courts 
Turnkey, Two IIl. 


The constant opening of the great 
door which opens into the Four Courts 


holdover, thereby causing a draft 
through the long corridor which leads from 
this door tothe Park avenue entrance, has 
caused the death of one turnkey and the 
contraction of pneumonia by three more. 

The duties of the turnkeys frequently take 
them to the women’s part of the holdover, 
where the temperature is comparatively 
high. Coming out of this warm atmosphere 
into the freezing air, which blows through 
the corridor every time the huge door is 
opened to admi prisoners, pelice and visit- 
ors, has succeeded in prostrating al! but 
one of the turnkeys. 

Michael Ratchford of 1031 Park avenue 
is now the only turnkey on duty and he 
has just recovered from an attack of 
pneumonia, 

The death of Patrick Muldering of 3626 
Caroline street, which occurred last’ week, 
is the first fatality resulting from the bad 
arrangement of the holdover’s entrances. 

The three turnkeys who are confined to 
their homes with serious attacks of pneu- 
menia are Hugh Quinn of 4223A Castleman 
avenue, Patrick Keigher of 3160 Brantner 
place and Henry Golden of 1731 Carr street. 

The matter has been reported to Chief of 
Police Kielv, who is considering a remedy

When Gov. Vardaman was shown a copy

Gov. Vardaman and his three compan- 
ions kept to their rooms in the Southern 
Hotel all day. 

When they left Mississippi Sunday night 
he weather was comparatively. balmy, 
compared with that of St. Louls, being 40 
degrees above zero. But 18 degrees below 
chilled the governor, and he refused to 
subject himself to the frigid atmosphere 
without, contenting himself with occas.onal 
glimpses through his window. 

With all the steam the boilers in the 
pasement could force into the big 18-kKarat 
gold radiator in his room. the governor 
shivered when a gust of icy atmosphere 
from the direction of Jullus Lehmann’s 
water tower rattled his casement. He 
stood by the window looking moody at 
the shivering pedestrians hurrying by, and 
in his rich and sonorous voice quoted: 
“Poor naked wretches, whersoe’er you are, 
That bide the pelting of this pitiless storm, 
How shall your houseless heads, and unfed 


sides, 
Your loop’d and window'd raggedness, de- 
fend you 
From seasons such as these? * * *” 
When he was asked if he was cold, he 
replied in that tone of courtesy which 
southern gentlemen use: 
._ “How could I be cold where the hospi- 
tality is so warm?"

Mistaken for Actor. 


One imagines him in his role of orator

White Man Made-to Rule. 


“I know that the white man is going to 
rule this country. He will rule Maine as 
he wiil rule Louisiana. He wil rule Mis- 
sissipp! as he will rule Oregon. 

“God Almighty made the hegro inferior 
to the white man, and nothing will make 
him the white man’s equal. That fact hus 
been demonstrated in the South. Notwith- 
standing the Fifteenth Amendment the 
country is being governed by the white 
man. 

“It is not a question of the newro’s edy.- 
fational qualifications cither. The [i a 
man will not give sovreignty and dominion 
to the negro, no matter what his learning 
may be 

“Poljtical equality, eventually, means go- 
cial equality with the white. Soctal equality 
means intermarriage between the 
Intermarriage means racial deterioration, 
followed by the passing of the white man's 
civilization. Every idea of self-preserva- 
tion revolts at that. 

‘Some people think that the opposition 
in the South to the participation of the 
more intelligent negro tn governiment is 
due to prejudice.

Jobn Miller Surrendered to Police, 
Saying He Had Been At- 
tacked Twice. 


A game of “‘pitch,”’ a balance of 5 cents 
unpaid by the loser, a quarrel, a chase, a 
meeting severa) hours later in an opium 
‘Soint’ and a fatal shooting are the fea- 
tures of a “Hop Alley’’ tragedy of Mon- 
day night. 

The slayer was John Miller, 21 years old, 
who surrendered to the police, and is now 
in the holdover awaiting the decision of 
the coroner. The slain was Eugene Carere, 
30 years old, who died at the City Hospital 
before Miller could be taken before him 
to be identified. 

The two men had met frequently before 
in the opium rooms conducted by Charlie 
LA in the rear of 710 Market street, and it 
was there that Carere was killed. 

There were no witnesses to the shooting, 
and therefore the story that Miller tells is 
the only one the police have been able to 
secure. 

Charlie Li and another Chinese, Tom 
Gan, are held by the police, but they de- 
clare they know nothing of the shooting. 
They say they heard no quarrel, and got 
their first knowledge of the tragedy when 
the revolver shot sounded. Miller ran from 
the place and they went into the room to 
find Carere dying on the floor between a 
stove and an oplum smoker's bunk in a 
corner. 

Miller says he and Carere went to the sa- 
Joon of John Maroney at 813 Market street 
Monday morning and began a. game of 
‘pitch,’ the stakes being 15 cents a side 
and the penalty for a ‘‘setback”’ 5 cents. 

Miller was ‘“‘set back’ onte, failing to 
make as many points as he had bid on a 
hand, and lost the game, losing 2 cents. 
He says he had but 15 cents and gave that 
to Carere, telling him he would pay him 
the 5 cents balance. 


Once Brandished Knife. 


He says Carere became violently angry, 
and, declaring he would make him pay

PREPARING FOR

Islanders Reported to Be Enraged 
at President Morales for Part in 
Bringing About American Inter- 
ference in Affairs. 


«RES VERY BITTER 
TOWARD THIS COUNTRY. 


Revolutionists There Expect to 
Receive Material Aid From 
Hayti, Where Sentiment Is 
Strong Against United States. 


Special Correspondence to the Post-Dispatch. 

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Feb. 8.—Every 
indication points to a violent outbreak in 
San Domingo within the next month or 
six weeks. Because of his dealings with 
the American gévernment and his efforts 
to obtain an American protectorate, Presi- 
dent Morales is today about the most un- 
popular man in San Domingo. Popular 
feeling is very bitter against him. 

Dominican political extles in Porto Rico 
and Cuba are preparing to take advantage 
of the fiercely rising hatred for Morales 
and are hastening to concentrate in Hayti 
and Monte Cristo to be in readiness to take 
part in the coming revolution. 

During December and January a stirring 
proclamation, sald to have been printed in 
Cuba, was wisely circulated among the 
Dominicans and Haytians. This proclama- 
tion warned them to be on their guard 
and to arm themselves against the Ameri. 
cans, whose great aim was to advance the 
interests of their white brethren, while they 
again reduced the colored to bondage, - 

The proclamation also summoned all pa- 
triotic Dominicans ‘‘to rise as one man 
and thrust out the traitor Morales and the 
despicable brood that are supporting and 
aiding him to hasely betray the ‘fatherland 
to Americans,”’ 

Public feeling at Puerio Plata 1s aiso 
very bitter against «bicf of Customs 
Strickland, who is the American repre- 
sentative there, on account of his uncon- 
ciliatory manner to the natives who call 
him “Mr. Strychnine.’’ 

At Monte Cristo the people have armed 
themselves-and declare that the Americans 
shall never assume control as long as 
they can resist them.

14.—The first attempt 
visitor to call on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt since his arrival in New 

York occurred early today when a man 
who called himself William Waldorf Jack- 
son of Lowell, Mass., visited the home of 
Douglas Robinson, 422 Madison ayenue, 
Where the President stopped for the night, 
and asked to have his card sent to the 
President. 

The secret service men and policemen on 
Euard about the entrance informed the 
man that the President had not yet arisen 
and asked him to call again. He was not 
arrested, but went to a hotel, saying he 
would return later to the Robinson home. 

In answer to Questions as to his identity 
and why he wanted to see the President, 
Jackson said he wished to confer with Mr. 
Roosevelt about reforms in the govern- 
ment and that he was a séelf-nominated 
candidate for the presidency in 1896, 1900 
and 1904, 

He declared that he was proprietor of 
the Hotel Hamilton in Lowell. His meve- 
ments are being watched by the police. 

Jackson seemed perfectly willing to talk 
about himself and his plans. 

“I wished to speak with President Roose- 
velt,’’ he said, ‘‘witha view to imparting to 
him some valuable formation as to how 
the office he holds should be conducted. 
I came early so as not to take up the Presi- 
dent’s time, for 1 know he is very busy. 
I sha! go on the stump throughout the 
Southwest in 1908 and try and convert the 
public in that section to my way of think- 
ing. 

‘Senator Mark Hanna, before he died. 
said he believed I was a menace to the 
government, as I was likely to get contro: 
of the chief magistracy, and overthrow hfs 
style of running things.”’ 

Jackson, who is an old man, returned to 
the Robinson home a second time in about 
an hour. He went to a basement door and 
addressed a detective who was stationed in- 
side the twisted iron. door. 

“Are you the President?’’ he 

“Yes, sir. Good morning to you, 
the detective. 

“Well, do you know, I am William Wal- 
dorf Jackson, and am very anxious to 
speak with you? 

“After telling the old man that he was 
very busy and that he would prefer to 
have him call tomorrow or the day fo'low- 
ing, the detective then bade his visitor 
“Good-day.’’ and turned inside the door. 

Jackson returned to the sidewalk, and, 
after expressing his disappointment to 
those standing near, he walked slowly 
away. 

The President rose rather late today 
had few visitors during the forenoon. His 
plans for the day included lunch at the 
University Club at noon and a quiet after- 
noon with friends at the residence of Doug- 
fas MmMonpinsuvh, nis bro _iner-iIn-law. 

Telegrams received here in response to 
messages sent by secret service agents 
say that William Wasdorf Jackson. Jr., 
is well known in Lowell, Mass., where 
he has resided many years. He is known 
to.be eccentric, but is in no respect dan- 
gerous. 

His persistent claims that he has a mis- 
sion to reform national politics are well 
known to Lowell residents. He has an- 
nounced his candidacy, independent of any 
political party or persons, on several oc- 
casions. He wrote numerous letters to 
President MclWKinley beartng on the finan- 
cial question, and {fs belleved also to have 
written letters to President Roosevelt.

Several! onan 
electric burners, orf heaters, placed on 
table constitute the heating apparatus. A 
number of shining aluminum utensils neces- 
sary to every need were placed near by and 
thus a small and very convenient kitcnen 
was arranged in space nearly as small as 
the average kitchen pantry. 

Lobster a la Newburg, omelets and cof- 
fee were made in demonstration and 
served to the ladies. The menu will vary 
from d@ay to day to show the extreme 
adaptability of the aluminum = electrical 
kitchen, 

The experts in charge say aluminum is 
the most hygienic ware for kitchen use. 
It i@easily kept clean and is not affected 
oy acids, ows preventing poisoning. Its 
durability even with the severest and most 
careless use is said to exceed that of uten- 
sils now in general use. Waffle irons, cof 
fee pots, chafing dishes, food and water 
heaters with electrical burners attached, 
making each @ stove and utensil within 
itself and capable of being.attached to 
incandescent lamp socket. were shown and 
their operation was the subject of one of 
the short lectures given.

THE DOMINICAN MATTER. 


Right of President to Make Ap- 


pointments During Technical 
Recess to Be Combatted—Sal- 
aries May.Be Refunded. 


“The President regards the matter of 
the general arbitration treaties as conclud- 
ed by the action of the Senate Saturday. 
He recognizes the right of the Senate to 
reject a treaty either by a direct vote 
in that sense, or indirectly by changes 
which are incompatible with ite spirit and 
purpose. He considers that with the Sen- 
ate amendment the treaties not only cease 
to be a step forward in the cause of gen- 
eral arbitration, but are really a step back- 
ward, aml, therefore, he is unable to pre-. 
sent them in this altered form to the coun- 
tries with which we wave been in nego- 
tiation.’’—Secretary Hay. 


By Wire From the Washington’ Bureau of 
the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 14.—Many senators 
consider the announcement made by Sec- 
retary Hay relative to the general arbitra- 
tion treaties as a personal insult to each 
member who voted to amend these treaties. 

It is held that the President means that 
each of the 50 senators who went on rec- 
ord was too cowardly to assist in defeat- 


ing the treaties by a vote against ratifica- 
tion and took the underhand method of 
rejecting them by amendment, 

Many of these senators are boiling with 
indignation and unless their anger is ap- 
peased some of them+declare they will 
decline the next summons to visit the 
White House. 

The sentiment had been to divorce the 
arbitration treaties from all other ques- 
tions and permit any subsequent conven- 
tions to stand or fall on their merits. There 
is a feeling now in some quarters that a 
brick should be thrown at the President 
whenever he appeals to the Senate. for any 
reason whatever. 

Two splintered planks have been ar- 
ranged for the President to slide down. One 
is the Bacon resolution asking for all the 
information about the Santo Domingo 
“protocol,’’ and the other is the judiciary 
committee's report on constructive recess. 
In the latter matter the committee is ready 
to submit a report to the Senate declaring 
that the President has no constitutional 
right to decide that a constructive recess 
exists for the purpose of making appoint- 
ments when one session merges into an- 
other. 

In following out his theory that he had a 
right to construe that a recess existed, 
the President nominated Leonard Wood to 
be a major-general in the regular army, 
and William D. Crum, a negro, to be col- 
lector of customs at Charleston, 8. C., and 
sent in about 200 other nominations, de- 
claring all of them to be recess appoint- 
ments. 

The Spooner report not only declares that 
the President may make no appointments 
in @ constructive recess, but says there 
should be limitation on his naming for; 
office men who have not been confirmed by 
the Senate at the session prior to a legiti- 
mate recess. 


APPOINTEES ARE AFFECTED. 

The report of the judiciary committee 
will give a severe jolt to Comptroller of 
the Treasury Tracewell, who held that 
the appointments made during the con- 
structive recess were legal. It is also a 
slap at former Secretary Root and for- 
mer Attorney-General Knox, now a sena- 
tor, on whose advice the President decid- 
ed he could construe the existence of a 
recess between the extraordinary and reg- 
ular sessions in December, 1908. 

Senators are of the opinion that the fina- 
ings of the judiclary committee wil] not 
affect those men who have already been 
confirmed by the Senate. It may necessi- 
tate the refunding of salaries in the case 
of Gen. Wood and other army officers who 
received promotions. Gen. Wood, as an i)- 
lustration, drew his salary as a major- 
general from Dec. 7, 193, until hig con- 
firmation several months later. It is a 
question as to whether he must not refund 
the additional salary beyond the rank of 
brigadier-general between Dec. 7 and the 
date of his confirmation. The same is true 
of .others who obtained promotions.

ING EDWARD OPENS 


BRITISH PARLIAMENT 


Pair Weather and Big Crowds 
Make the Scene and Ceremo- 
nies Unusually Brilliant. 


LONDON, Feb. 14.—The sixth session of 
the first Parliament of his reign was 
opened today by King Edward, with all 
the historic pageantry which has marked 
the ceremony since his accession. The sov- 
ereign read his speech, a commonplace one, 
from the throne. 

Good weather favored today’s pageant, 
which followed the procedure of former oc- 
casions, and big crowds were out. The 
usual interest was shown in the time-hon- 
ored gearch of the vaults beneath the 
Houses of Parliament by the yeomen of 
the guard, with their lanterns and hal- 
berds. 

The royal processions were the same as 
last year, that of the Prince and Princess 
of Wales from Marlborough House consist- 
ing of three carriages, with an escort of 
household cavalry, preceded by a few min- 
utes the cortege of the King and Queen 


from Buckingham Palace. 

Five state carriages, each with six horses, 
bearing state officials, preceded the royal 
coach, with the sovereign, drawn by eight 
cream-colored Hungarians, which have fig- 
ured in all the state processions of recent 
years. Household cavalry acted as a body- 
guard, while, {n pursuance of their privi- 
lege a detachment of yeomen of the guard 
marched alongside the state coach.

NEW YORK, Feb. 14.—No subject has re- 
ceived recently more exhaustive treatment 
by New York editorial writers than the 
contemporary conflict between Presidént 
Roosevelt and the Senate. Again today it is 
their topic of discussion. The World says: 
“President Roosevelt's decision not to pre- 
sent the altered arbitration treaties to the 
nations which signed the Hay drafts put 
a melancholy end to a noble movement, 
whose failure will be regretted by the 
American people. The blame for this fail- 
ure lies mainly with the Senate, which 
shovld have ratified the treaties un- 
changed. Yet the President's reckless ac- 
tion in Santo Domingo under an unrati- 
fied ‘protocol’ greatly strengthened the 
sticklers for senatorial prerogatives, With- 
out that amazing act of executive im- 
petuusity to furnish a pretext the Senate 
might have hesitated to amend treaties so 
popular with the nation. It could not have 
changed them by such a crushing vote.”” 


The President probably regrets now that 
he did not appoint “Bat” Masterson to de- 
liver his message to the Senate.—The Jour- 
nal. 


The Press takes its pen in hand—only it is 
a bludgeon—and again hits out right and 
left at “trust kings in defense of the 
treacherous Senate.” It believes Andrew 
Carnegie is not competent to sit in judg- 
ment in any matter between the President 
and the Senate, and declares: “The mean- 
ext citizen is a better judge, as between 
Mr. Roosevelt and the Senate, than the 
multi-millionaire steel king, whose insolent 
approval of the Senate's treacherous and 
unpopular course should make him a target 
for the wrath of the people. 

“President Roosevelt is right in his atti- 
tude as regards the arbitration treaties, and 
the Senate leaders said he was right be- 
fore the treaties were submitted. 

“Yet, if President Roosevelt had not been 
precisely correct in his stand, the people 
would have been with him anyway, because 
they know the arbitration treaties are not 
the heart of the dispute; because they 
know the Senate flung the treaties in Mr. 
Roosevelt's face only to cripple him if pos- 
sible for his fight against the special in- 
terests that own United States senators.

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Making Rubies. 


Artificial rubies are produced in France 
by reducing small natural rubies into @ 
very fine powder, which ig melted in an 
electric furnace, cooled rapidly and crys- 
tallized. The product obtained from what 
was of little worth on account of minute- 
ness possesses a comperatively high value. 
The main difficulty encountered is to pre- 
vent cavities and fissures in the crystals. 
The new process cannot be employed with 
emeralds and sapphires, as they become 
discolored by the action of the heat.

Springs System That Is New to 
Them and Never Practices 
Deception. 


George O. Purdy, chief of police of East 
St. Lewis, is getting a general reputation 
as a high-grade “sweater.” He has borne 
\Gat reputaion amoug cclimiinais for some 
time, but it is only recently, through his 
success in obtaining confessions in im- 
portant cases, that his sweating methods 
have brought him into prominenze. 

He uses the rapid fire method and he has 
reason to be proud of the fact that he has 
never failed in but one instance to get 
irom a guilty man the story of his guilt. 
And the inan who withstood his sweating 
was afterward convicted anyhow and sent 
to the penitentiary, so he isn't worrying 
much about that. 

This is the hamimmer and tongs fashion in 

which Chief Purdy goes after a man who 
iS brought into his office to be sweated: 

“What is your name?’ 

“How old are you”’ 

“Are you married or sing'te?’’ 

“Where do you live?’

“Ww hive do you work?’’

Pen Inmates Fear Him, 

Officials of Chester penitentiary say that 
Mr. Purdy is better known and more 
feared by the inmates of the penitentiary 
than any other man in the state. They say 
it is a commen saying among the pris- 
oners that ‘When you get out, don’t go to 
East St. Louis, for if you don't be aw- 
fully good, Purdy will settle you and send 
you back.’' This is borne out by the fact 
that about 35 paroled prisoners have been 
Sent back from East St. Louis for violat- 
ing their parole withih the last year. 

‘Sweating’ is simply an interview or 
conversation between the prisoner and my- 
self,”” says Chief Purdy, “and you might 
say that it is my brain and will power 
against his, with him at a disadvantage 
ana on the defensive: if he is guilty, he 
must hide his guilt and at the same time 
try to tell a straight story by lying.’’ 

“IT have found this, that criminals, like 
other people, have weak spots; once you 
have found that weakness, you have him 
at your mercy. When a 0prisoner is 
brought before me, I ask many preliminary 
questions, or, you might say, I spar for an 
opening; 1 try to find his weak spot: then 
I drop all formality and stick to the text 
until he tells of his crime.”’ 

“Ifere’s another point: Harsh methods 
and treatment are not new to criminals: 
that is their element; they have been quar- 
reled with ard kicked at, and seem to 
expect that kind of treatment; if you want 
to put. him to a disadvantage, try a sys- 
tem that is new to him; he don’t expect 
it, can’t understand it, and he will come 
in with his story before he realizes it,’’ 

“Now, I find that many a criminal is 
ready to talk wher he thinks he is driy- 
ing a good bargain for himself, even at 
the expense of his partners in crime; but 
you have get to make him think that 
your evidence against him is absolute, and 
then it becomes a matter of self-preserva- 
tion with him, and if he thinks he can 
benefit himself, he will give up the other 
fellows. This is true, with but few ex- 
ceptions.” 

Mr. Purdy was asked what was the 
worst class of criminals he had to 
“sweat.” 

“Well, house-prowlers, I think, are 
about the worst, not on account of han- 
dling them, but the effect their depreda- 
tions leave on the community in which 

woman or child is once

er. it is a harder matter to catch him | 
and get convicting evidence than most 
any other criminal, because the crime 
generally happens at night, and dark- 
ness prevents a good description, or else 
it happens in the daytime and the wom- 
en and children at home are so scared 
that they cannot give an accurate de- 
scription or evidence that will convict 
the thief. 

“When I ‘sweat’ a house-prowler, 1 
work upon the theory that men and 
women who can successfully He out of a 
crime are very few, because they are 
always on the defensive, and the knowl- 
edge of their guilt is too great a han- 
dican. The house-prowler genera. ly 
knows that someone saw him. or, if he 
was frightened awav by something. he 
thinks someone has seen him: he starts 
in with the knkowledge that the crime 
has been discovered and that he is ‘in 
for it’ if our identification is positive. 
It then becomes a matter of convincing 
him that he has been positively identi- 
fied, and he comés in with the story.” 


Does Not Deceive. 
“TI never practice deception on a crimigal 
wher I ain trying to get him to talk. I 
somctimes tell him that if he thinks he 


wiil be helping himself, or get out easier, 
hy telling me his story, to go ahead; but 
that if he thinks he will do himself an 
injury by talking then to keep it to him- 
sele. 

“Tl have had one experience that I think 
is almost without parallel in police records. 
It is very seldom that & man.will commit 
two murders and attempt a third, all in 
one day, and then come tin with his con- 
t«ssion. That happened tc me a few 
months ago, during "he packing house 
strike when Louis, alias Monk, Kane, who 
had been a bartender in the famous “Yel- 
low Dog’ suloon near the Black Bridge, 
took a gun and before the day was over, 
had shot and killed twe tneu and had shot 
at another; a few dass iater, after 1 had 
given orders to bring mm every suspicious- 
look mg person in that neighborhood, Kane 
was brought in, alonx wilh about 4v others. 

“T began to question cach one as he was 
arrested, and conciuded that Kane was the 
man who had murdered the two men. I 
had prett¥ good evidence when I sent for 
Kane. Of course he denied everything. but 
after a few hours’ talk, and having tangled 
him up prettv badly, I said to him, ‘Monk, 
I want you to tell me who shot those men.’ 
He says, ‘I did. I shot and killed two of 
them and shot at another, and Hugh Mc- 
Candles helped me carry the bodies of the 
dead men into the weeds where we hid 
them.’ Well, I knew I had him on the 
verge of talking, but I hardly expected 
him to come right out that time, after he 
had fought me for hours. 

‘“‘He then told me the whole story, and 
told me where [f could get McCandles. 
Kane is now serving a 100-year sentence 
and McCandles is serving 40 years as ar- 
cessory to the murder.”’

Owing td the unavoidable absence of 
President Dreyfuss of the Pittsburg Club 
and President Brush of the New York 
Club, two of the four members of the 
board, there was some talk of postponing 
the hearing. Mr. Dreyfuss is seriously ill 
in Pittsburg and President Brush is down 
with rheumatism at Hot Springs. This 
léaves only President Soden and President 
Hart of the board to try the case. 

There was a strong feeling against the 
use of proxies in a case of such peculiar 
importance. ‘ 

President Dreyfuss has sent Secretary 
Locke of the Pittsburg club to the meeting 
with his proxy, but ne word has so far 
been received from President Brush. It is 
probable, however, that his proxy will 
be introduced this afternoon and the trial 
will proceed as scheduled. There is a 
strong desire in National’ League circles 
that the matter be closed up as quickly as 
possible. 

Taylor arrived here yesterday accom- 
panied by his attorney. He says he will 
make every effort to insist that the case 
be pushed to a finish at this meeting and 
thoroughly investigated.

His 
raode of training jis sq different and varies 
so from the old dyed-rin-the-wool methods 
of the English horsemen that the French- 
men have dubbed his work “the new era 
in training race horses.”’

He is a great stickler for fresh air and 
plenty of ght in his stables. He believes 
in massage. and by the constant application 
of elbow grease, through the vi us arms 
of his stable attendants, he develops the 
muscles that do not readily respond to 
long gallops. 

He swims a number of horses, trains 
them over a sandy soil and permits them to 
roll and toss about im specially prepared 
sand.
